Benjamin 
Franklin’s Poor Richard coined many such 
and modern business has its motto makers 
in Elbert Hubbard and John Wanamaker. 
It was the latter who said: ‘‘A knowledge 
of costs is the beginning of wisdom’’—a 
biblical paraphrase that ought to be well 
fixed in the head of every manufacturer, 
jobber, and retailer in the United States. 


For ignorance of costs is assuredly the 
crowning folly, a form of foolishness re- 
sponsible directly or indirectly for most of 
the ills to which the medicine and perfum- 
erv industries are heir. 


Wurrs would the destructive price 
competition on standard pharmaceuticals 
be if all makers not only knew costs accu- 
rately but figured them always by the 
same methods? It would simply vanish 
into thin air. Where would most of the 
complaints which we hear about the unsat- 
isfactory state of the jobbing trade be, if 
costs were figured properly by all whole- 
salers? Most of them would simply not 


exist. What would be the fate of those 
twin bugaboos of retail merchandizing, 


price cutting and substitution, if the 
wisdom which comes of a full and complete 
knowledge of all the elements of cost were 
to bless all retail distributors? The answer 
is plainly, almost painfully, self-evident. 
If you are still a doubting Thomas, remem- 
ber that a profit or a loss is simply the 
difference between an average over all 
costs or a deficit under the same inevitable 
and final basis of every business trans- 
action. 


Iy is a good sign that two of the more 
important associations among the manu- 
facturers of the drug industries have 
given costs and cost-finding prominent 
positions on their work programs for the 
coming winter. They can certainly tackle 
no more fundamental problem, do no other 
work of more far-reaching importance. The 
work of the committees entrusted with 
these studies will be arduous. The results 
of their labors will be a direct measure of 
the co-operation with which their fellow- 
members support them. It is hard work 
and work worth doing: these committees 
deserve all the encouragement and assist- 
ance they can be given. No other co-oper- 
ative effort will pay the industries more 
handsome dividends of results aecom- 
plished. 
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COMMERCIAL BRIBERY HEARING 





Federal Trade Commissioner Humphreys has 
called a trade submittal meeting of the insecticide 
and disinfectant manufacturers to discuss the giv- 
ing of bonuses or premiums as inducements to buy 
voods. Such ‘‘commercial bribery’’ has long been 
a bone of contention among these as well as other 
manufacturers, and if this meeting can establish 
some definite policy with regard to the practice, 
and ean secure the backing of the Government 
through the Commission to enforce the policy, 
much will have been accomplished in the right 
direction. 

Among the associations which have been actively 
campaigning against this so-called ‘‘commercial 
bribery’’ the Insecticide and Disinfectant Manu- 
facturers’ Association has long been one of the 
most active. It is altogether fitting, therefore, that 
this association should be among the pioneers in 
getting something concrete accomplished in the 
way of stamping out this evil of the industry. It 
seems too bad that recourse should be necessary to 
the semi legal interference of the Trade Commis- 
sion in order to accomplish this long desired end, 
but many another group would do well to follow 
their example, inasmuch as they too find similar 
difficulties and some of the members of these other 
industries feel about it as the disinfectant asso- 
jation has long felt. With a precedent established 
it should be comparatively easy for other groups 
to accomplish the desired results in a similar man- 
ner, provided a more friendly way cannot be 
found. 





CLOSER CO-OPERATION NEEDED 





A sidelight on the question of price maintenance 
that was brought out at the meeting of the New 
York Pharmaceutical Conference last week, was 
the need, not for organizations but for organiza- 
tion, in order to accomplish the establishing of 
standard retail prices or any other desired end. 
Dr. Stanbury, seeretary of the Canadian Pharma- 
ceutical Association stated that there were plenty 
of organizations in the drug trade, but no united 
organization with sufficient bite to accomplish what 
they bark so loudly about, namely the making of 
our laws. 

Inasmuch as there are different distinet groups 
in the trade, it is plain that there must be different 
organizations in the drug industries. <A closer co- 
operation among these different associations could 
undoubtedly be realized and this co-operation 
would be of value in accomplishing such legislation 
or trade practices as are of general interest, such 
as price maintenance. It is the hope of many that 
the completion of the general pharmacy head- 
quarters building will do much to accomplish a 
closer relation among the various integral parts 
of the industry as they will then have a common 
center as well as common interests.

Some manufacturers are at- 
tempting to meet this drawback by wrapping and sealing 
each individual tablet in wax paper, while others use a 
coating which they claim will protect the tablets. 

Other recent experiments have been carried out along 
lines, not of isolating the vitamines, but transferring 
them from codliver oil to another oil by a process where 
the two oils are brought into contact, the codliver oil 
disintegrated and the vitamines left in the other oil and 
the residue of the original oil removed. Proponents of 
this method of obtaining the active principle of codliver 
cl, claim that between fifty and sixty per cent of the 
vitamines are carried over into the other oil, and back 
their statements up with charts showing the results of 
experiments carried out on live rats in the methods al- 
ready indicated.

N. Y. Druggists Confer on Price Maintenance 





Second Annual Session of N. Y. Pharmaceutical Conference Discusses 
Ways and Means of Procuring Price Standardization—Unified Action 
By a Single Association Urgied—Canadian P. A. T. A. Reviewed— 
Resolutions ‘Adopted Asking Co-operation From Manufacturers— 
Legal Aspects of Price Maintenance Laws Outlined 





The second Metropolitan convention 
of druggists was held at Hotel Penn- 
sylvania, New York, Oct. 25 to 27 
and was addressed by leading drug- 
gists and legislators. Samuel L. An- 
tonow, Chicago, said that organiza- 
tion would solve the problems of 
pharmacy. 

“Your problems will not be solved 
with the enactment of the Capper- 
Kelly bill, the measure now before 
Congress, for there is nothing in the 
bill to prevent a man selling a stand- 
ard item at full price and giving away 
another standard item free . . . What 
you need is not the multiplicity of as- 
sociations but one large organization 
for the Metropolitan District. Are 
you big enough? Have you the lead- 
ers to accomplish this ?” 

Peter Diamond presented a plan 
for the re-organization of the Con- 
ference including a legal department 
for service to members; a department 
to fight for enactments making price 
maintenance legal; a department 
charged with working for a law gov- 
erning the limitation of drug stores; 
a publicity department for the dis- 
semination of news to the daily pa- 
pers and drug stores, and the issuance 
of a retail drug paper. 

Mr. Antonow, who is a pharmacist 
as well as lawyer, attacked the plan 
as not solving the problem. He said: 
“You must stop such unfair practices 
as hidden demonstrators, unequal dis- 
counts and giving chain stores and 
department stores better terms.” 

Frank A. Blair, president Proprie- 
taries Association, in his address char- 
acterized the enactment of the Harri- 
son narcotic law ‘as the greatest piece 
of public health legislation of all time. 
Mr. Blair said retailers owed manu- 
facturers nothing, but that dealers 
should sell and display heavily adver- 
tised goods, for it meant rapid turn-

Felix H. Levy, New York attorney, 
spoke on price maintenance and 
offered to aid the Conference in 
defending it against the citation by 
Federal Trade Commission. 

Representative Sol. Bloom said: 
“Perhaps not in the 69th but surely in 
the 70th Congress the honest mer- 
chandising bill will be enacted into 
law,” 

United States Senator Wadsworth 
addressed the convention relative to 
tax reduction and the tariff. Dr. 
Louis I. Harris, Health Commissioner 
of New York, spoke to the druggists 
as allies of the medical men in public 
health work. 

Dr. R. B. J. Stanbury, secretary 
Canadian Pharmaceutical Association 
and editor of its official journal, re- 
viewed the history of Canadian 
P. A. T. A. He said the plan had 
been vindicated in England. In Can- 
ada, one chain store was forced into 
line in one week. There could be no 
stopping of the association until it has 
had a hearing. He cited the case of 


coal dealers in Winnipeg who formed 
an association to prevent price-cutting 
and were vindicated by the courts. 
He said the MacGregor report was 
not final, in fact did not mean much, 
and the P. A, T. A. is functioning as 
a going concern and would, no doubt, 
continue and would solve the cut-price 
problem for Canada as it has for 
Great Britain and Australia. A letter 
from Sir Glyn-Jones was read, in 
which he said the Canadian association 
plan could not be declared illegal ex- 
cept by the courts. A statement is 
being prepared in answer to the Mac- 
Gregor report. 

Dr. George C. Diekman, president 
Pharmaceutical Association, pleaded 
for a united pharmacy throughout the 
state and to destroy the mythical bar- 
rier of “down state” and “up-state”. 

Col Andrews chief of the Prohibi- 
tion Unit, sent his regrets at being 
unable to attend the conference owing 
to pressure of business. 

The conference closed Wednesday 
with a banquet and dance, but will 
reconvene Nov. 13 to consider fur- 
ther unified action. 

Resolutions adopted by the 
ference follow: 

1. To confer with the Health De- 
partment of New York City to have 
the ordinance relative to the sale of 
hypnotics more rigidly enforced. 

2. To ‘call a conference of the 
legislative committee of the New 
York State Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion and representatives of the Con- 
ference relative to the presentation 
of bills governing: a. The indis- 
criminate opening of drug stores. Db. 
Creating a grievance committee on the 
lines of that established for medical 
men. c. Confining the sales of medi- 
cines and their compounds to pharma- 
cists or under direct supervision of 
pharmacists.

3. To call the attention of makers 
of toilet goods and cosmetics to the 
fact that perfumery shops are using 
such merchandising as a bait to bring 
people into the stores and request 
manufacturers to use every legal 
means within their power to discour- 
age the evil. 

4. To establish a department of 
U. S. P. and N. F, propaganda along

his burdens.

He came to the United States 
in 1891 and established the business 
that bears his name. He was Pres- 
ident of the company until two 
years ago.

George W. Button Corp. has been 
enjoined from using the title “Nar- 
cisse Noireise, Paris-New York.” 
Caron Corp. brought suit. The 
same company also obtained an in- 
junction against Dermay, perfumers, 
from using black bottles for nar- 
cissus perfume.

Agricultural Chemists Discuss Drugs 





Recommend Study of Substitute Alcohols and Mixtures—Further Study 
of Determination of Cocaine—Cascara Assay Progresses—Mercurials, 
Radio-Active Drugs, Silver Proteinates, Studied 


(Special to DruG MARKETS) 

Washington, Oct. 25.—Arthur E. 
Paul, acted as referee for the Drug 
Section of the meeting of Official 
Agricultural Chemists here, Oct. 18-21. 
He was assisted by associate refer- 
ees as twenty topics were recom- 
mended last year for study. Mr. 
Paul said he believed “the general 
status of the drug work of this as- 
sociation, has been materially ad- 
vanced as a result of this year’s 
work.” Among the recommenda- 
tions made at the meeting was that 
in lier of the subject “Alcohol in 
Drugs”, there be appointed an asso- 
ciate referee to study methods for 
yarious alcohols, especially ethyl, 
methyl, and propyl, in the presence 
of each other and of other interfering 
substances. In connection with ar- 
senicals Mr. Paul. said that the 
methods now recognized in the A. O. 
A.C. book of methods are not sat- 
isfactorily applicable to iron-arsenic 
tablets. 


Elgar O. Eaton, associate referee. 


on “The Determination of Cocaine”, 
recommended in his report to the as- 
sociation that the volumetric method 
be adopted as tentative, and he rec- 
ommended also that the determina- 
tion of benzoic acid from hydrolyzed 
cocaine be further studied. 

G. C. Spencer the associate referee 
on the methods for identifying and 
estimating ethyl ether in admixture 
recommended that this work be con- 
tinued owing to the fact that he had 
not completed his report. 

Henry C. Fuller in charge of cas- 
cara work told the delegates that he 
had performed a series of tests on 
specimens of crude drug, fluid extract 
and aromatic fluid extract, first run- 
ning the specimens by the gravimetric 
method, and then checking the gravi- 





metric figures by the color test. “My 
observations have shown,” said Mr. 
Fuller, “that, given a crude drug 


with an assay of 3.8 per cent, a fluid 
extract assaying 1.5% and an aromat- 
ic fluid extracting testing 0.4%; the 
general run of subjects require con- 
siderably less of the fluid extract to 
produce good cathartic action than of 
the aromatic fluid extract; and that 
they require still less of the crude 
drug to produce equivalent effects.” 

Perry W. Morgan, Chicago, asso- 
ciate referee in charge of mercurials 
outlined to the conference in some 
detail his method for the examination 
of mercurials. Mr. Morgan said that 
it was his opinion that his method is

correct in principle and the “results 
are within the limits of accuracy de- 
sirable for quantitative and regula- 
tory work.” He said further; “The

manufacturers are of such nature as 
to cause no difficulty with the estima- 
tion of the mercury present by the 
method. The method has been used 
by me for the estimation of mercury 
in commercial tablets of calomel, 
mercuric iodide and mercurous iodide 
with consistent results. It is thought 
that the method, with a few possible 
changes, will give results on mercur- 
ic and mercurous iodides equal to 
those obtained upon calomel. With 
slight modifications and additions, the 
method may also be adapted to the 
determination of mercury in the 
presence of copper, bismuth, and ar- 
senic.” 

J. W. Sale, was the associate refer- 
ee on the report on the radio-activity 
in drugs and water. He _ recom- 
mended that the procedure which he 
described in some detail to the meet- 
ing for the qualitative examination 
of liquid samples and for the prepara- 
tion for analysis of solid, semi-solid, 
and liquid samples be adopted as 
tentative. He also suggested that 
the associate referee on this subject 
for next year prepare a description of 
the preparation of a standard stock 
solution of radium. 
dations were accepted. 

Llewelyn Jones, associate referee 
on silver proteinates gave further 
study to the recommendations which 
were adopted last year by the 
conference on this subject. “It is 
regretted”, said Mr. Jones, “that con- 
siderable time was consumed in the 
preliminary work performed by the 
associate referee on the dialysis 
method. It was not possible, there- 
fore, to send material for study to 
any considerable number of collabor- 
ators. However, C. K. Glycart 
kindly agreed to act in this capacity, 
and his results are, in most encourag-

ingly satisfactory agreement with 
those of the associate referee. In 


fact, it is considered that the work 
done last year and this year is quite 
sufficient to demonstrate the value of 
the yeast method. Reasons for the 
desirability of this type of method for 
the examination of silver proteinates 
were advanced last year by the asso- 
ciate referee as well as by the referee. 
Under the circumstances, it is consid- 
ered that the tentative adoption of 
the yeast method, at this time, is 
warranted and that such action is 
quite desirable.”

ment be fully subsidized. 

5. To request manufacturers of 
narcotics to place the Government 
stamps on the container and not out- 
side the wrapper of the package. It 
was held by the author of the resolu- 
tion that the loss of the stamp is of- 
ten effected by the opening of the 
package, creating, at least a technical 
violation of law. 

6. Protesting the practice of cer- 
tain manufacturers in placing small 
packages of their products in 5c and 
10c stores and refusing to sell such 
packages to the general trade. 

7. Similar to Number 6, but going 
into detail whereby druggists aid man- 
ufacturers in getting their lines es- 
tablished by pushing the larger sizes. 
It protests against “cheap competition” 
by the manufacturer, of the small 10c 
package to the detriment of the drug- 
gist. 

8. To oppose and condemn manu- 
facturers who broadcast a policy of 
price maintenance and then do not use 
the legal means at their disposal to 
maintain resale prices.

Neither of these oils is find- 
ing a market to speak of, although the 
fact that peppermint has not regis- 
tered another decline in the face of 
the limited demand, indicates that it 
is steadier at this writing. Spearmint, 
however, was quoted lower last week 
and is soft and unsteady. This weak- 
ness in these oils has been reflected in 
the price for wormwood oil, which 
was also lower on a curtailed inquiry. 
The strength in bergamot again 
features the movement of the Messina 
oils.and the fairly wide price range 
is due to quantity and sellers ideas 
rather than quality, as it is assumed 
that the parcels now on this market 
are of the higher grades. Lemon and 
orange oils are marking time as to 
price trend and moving at an average 
gait. There is some interest locally 
in the result of the Italian lemon crop, 
but it is a bit early to venture an 
opinion. The strength in limes con- 
tinues and it is now a definitely es- 
tablished fact that at least the present 
level will prevail throughout the com- 
ing season. Stocks are held in but a 
few hands, and those who have oil 
state that the quantity is limited. Can- 
anga continues quite firm with sellers 
here offering a bit more freely than 
was the case a month ago. The Chi- 
nese oils, anise and cassia showed de- 


clines on spot, following weakness in 
the quotations from the primary mar- 
ket, but the primary: market on 
each is steady at _ the revised 
levels, with a good demand existing. 
Oil erigeron is lower on reports pf a 
normal crop which has hastened the 
desire of factors to dispose of local 
stocks and brought about a pressure to 
sell. Citronella oils are in a dull and 
neglected condition with little busi- 
ness reported at the current market. 


There were several movements in 
the aromatic and synthetic group 
worthy of comment, principal 


amongst them being an advance on 
domestic terpineol, which the makers 
claim was being marketed at a level 
out of line with the costs of manu- 
facture. Eucalyptol was easier last 
week on the better position of raw 
materials. Oleoresin capsicum has 
been reduced 10c Ib. by the makers,

SPIKE OIL CROP SMALL 

Spike oil distilled by J. Mero & 
Boyveau, Grasse, France, is de- 
scribed in “Chemist and Druggist” 
(London) as follows, being an ex- 
tract from the firm’s circular sent 
to a London house: 

“It is difficult to fix a price for 
Spanish spike oil until we have fin- 
ished distillation. The crop this 
year has been exceedingly poor, 
and whereas last year each of our 
stills distilled at least 1,200 kilo. 
of oil, this season they will produce 
not more than 400 kilo. each. The 
plants are much shorter than in 
1925, on account of the lack of rain 
during June, and the peasants are 
not anxious to gather the plants, as 
they have to spend a much longer 
time than last year to bring the 
same quantity to the stills. They 
have also had a good crop of corn 
and are not short of money. The 
result will be that the crop of oil 
will be about one-third that of last 
year. The small distillers are hold- 
ing out for higher prices. Some lots 
have realized 18 pesetas per kilo, 
and the price for the new crop oil 
will be from 18 to 20 pesetas per 
kilo.”

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Weather Conditions Retard Jasmine 


Grasse Growers Obtain Yield Early in Sept., But Cold Cuts Down Yield 
Toward End of Month—Rose Cultivation Held in Abeyance for Other 


Crops—Tuberose Yield Light—Lavender 


Production Increasing— 


Stronger Essences Made—Good Geranium Crop Anticipated—Sep- 
tember Conditions Generally Reviewed 


(Special to DruG MARKETS) 

Grasse, France. Oct. 15.—Last 
month we said that September 
would probably be more humid than 
August. As a matter of fact in the 
first week’ more than 60 millimeters 
of rain fell. During the balance of 
the month although there was no 
rain, at least there was enough water 

purposes and heavy 
keep the atmosphere 


for irrigation 
dews helped 
humid. 

The temperature has been about 
normal, possibly a little higher than 
in previous years. Since the varia- 
tions in temperature have not been 
more than 12 to 15 degrees, corres- 
ponding to a maximum of 30, the 
flowers have greatly benefited by 
these favorable conditions. Toward 
the end of the month there; was a 
drop of 20 degrees, the lowest re- 
corded being 5 degrees. This ma- 
terially affected the crops. 

Jasmine, the most important flow- 
er of the month, blossomed gener- 
ously, and the Grasse gatherers 
worked hard to harvest it. The 
crop has produced abundant daily 
yields, owing to the rain in the first 
part of the month, active irrigation, 
warm days and humid nights. 

The growers had hopes of an ex- 
ceptionally successful year. But to- 
ward the end of the month the cold 
weather and more rain put new fac- 
tors into the situation and the daily 
yields began to fall off materially. 

If the crop were considered only 
with reference to this month ,and 
previous years we would be tempted 
to say that Jasmine production has 
been exceptionally strong. But) this 
conclusion would be inexact and pre- 
mature for the crop as a whole, for 
although present weather conditions 
are good, they may not remain 
favorable. Nothing definitely can be 
said until the end of October. As 
conditions now stand production has 
been good, due to the warm, favor- 
able weather. 

If October does not bring rising 
temperature, and less rain this year 
will be only normal, or good, but 
not very good. 

Roses have the appearance of veg- 
etating. Favored by the good 
weather the bushes have grown, a 
bit, and have not lost all their 
leaves. It could be a _ favorable 
time to work in the rose fields, de- 
stroying grass and keeping the soil 


worked, but now everyone is working 
at jasmine. As soon as this work can 
let up the work will start for the an- 
nual rose crop. 

Very little tuberose has been pro- 
4 ° 2 e 1 1 1 
duced this year, even though the open- 
ing of the season seemed to be normal. 


Usually a second crop is obtained in 
the autumn, but this year there has 
been practically none. 

Lavender growing is increasing 
every year. Work is now being 


done on next year’s plants. General- 
ly weak, the harvesting of lavender 
has been about normal in one of the 
principal growing areas, but this did 
not prevent the showing for the year 
in lavender from being deficient. On 
the other hand, essences rich in ether 
have been obtained, which have made 
up for the mediocrity of the returns. 

Mint, aided by irrigations has been 
replanted, after last month’s cuttings. 
This second crop is to furnish the 
plants for next year. 

Geranium has not yet been gather- 
ed but from present indications. the 
crop will be good. 


VANILLA PRODUCTION 

Production of vanilla beans in the 
South Indian Ocean in 1925-26 is es- 
tirhated at 1,396,171 Ibs., according 
to James G. Carter, American consul 
at Tananarive, Madagascar, distrib- 
uted as follows: Madagascar and 
Dependencies, including Comoro Is- 
lands, 1,214,292 lbs; Reunion, 176,368 
Ibs.; Mauritius, 1,102 lIbs.; and the 
Seychelles, 4,409 Ibs. Final trade es- 
timates submitted by Consul Carter 
on May 14, 1926 placed the total pro- 
duction for Madagascar and Depen- 
dencies at 1,163,552 Ibs. and for Re- 
union at 176,368 Ibs. No trade nor 
official figures were available for 
Mauritius and the Seychelles on that 
date.

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POWDERED ASAFOETIDA 
U. S. P. NOW UNOBTAINABLE 
Under provision of the new U. S. 
Pharmacopoeia X, and modern pro- 
duction conditions in primary mar- 
kets, it has become virtually im- 
possible to obtain powdered asa- 
foetida of U. S. P. quality. This 
is due partially to the fact that, 
while the ninth revision allowed of 
certain dilution of the gum in pow- 
dering, no such provision is made 
in the tenth revision. Hence, by 
general provisions of this work, the 
powder must be of the same quality 
as the whole gum. It was possible 
before the new book came into ef- 
fect to dilute a sixty per cent al- 
cohol soluble gum and powder it 
to meet the requirements for U. S. 
P. powdered asafoetida, but under 
the new provisions both the powder 
and the gum must be at least fifty 
per cent alcohol soluble, and it has 
become exceedingly difficult to ob- 
tain from the primary markets gum 
that is at all superior to the re- 
quirements. Hence the necessary 
dilution for powdering brings the 
finished product below the fifty per 
cent standard. In fact, at present 
it is dificult to obtain from the 
primary markets, a gum that will 
even meet the minimum _ require- 
ments, so that a U. S. P. powder is 
practically non-existent now. 





Continued agitation for  restric- 
tions on the sale of cannabis on 
account of its toxic qualities has 
caused local dealers in New York 
to cut down materially on their 
supplies and carry as little as is 
consistent with their estimated 
needs. Hence stocks are not large 
and any sudden demand might be 
expected to bring out higher prices. 


Protest of P. E. Anderson & Co.,

The action 
taken will be informative to the 
commission as to whether the in- 
terest of the public is best served 
by proceeding with the trial of 
various individual complaints which 
involveyy expense, delay and un- 
avoidable publicity and other an- 
noyances to business or whether the 
industry desires that the practices 
condemned be abandoned.

ligent and more wide use of carefully planned advertising 
and sales efforts to reduce the periodic cycles and seasons 
of depression which have in the past put temporary setbacks 
in our steady march upward in wealth and prosperity. 

Authors and teachers now talk of lengthening the buying 
season, developing new uses, studying new geographic sales 
outlets for off-seasons to allow for more regular produc- 
tion. They advise adding side lines, fillers, and new prod- 
ucts to diversify the factory output, which can be manufac- 
tured at times different from the production peaks of 
the main line. They suggest educating the consumer and 
retailer to buy more regularly, establishing closer contact 
with retailers so that they will order well in advance of the 
season. They urge manufacturing stock in off seasons in 
the confident realization that an assured demand has been 
created and stabilized in advance. They talk now of these 
things instead of the old panaceas such as the employment 
of idle labor in the building of public works. And the suc- 
cessful accomplishment of every one of these new common- 
sense remedies, which make permanent prosperity possible, 
depends in large measures upon the judicious use of ad- 


vertising. 





Advertising which promises cure for many diseases 
and guarantees beauty and health costs the public $500,- 
000,000 annually, according to William E. Humphrey, 
of the Federal Trade Commission. He said in part: 
Fake industrial schools holding out ridiculous promises 
of lucrative employment, fake anti-fat medicines, belts 
and other articles, all dishonest and many harmful, patent 
medicines to cure incurable diseases, often injurious,

medicinally, even after the bones and teeth are fully 
developed, it still serves an important purpose. The 
yitamine A content makes it a valuable source of that 
necessity for general metabolism, and permits its use 
as a preventive for colds, bronchitis, laryngitis, pneu- 
monia, tuberculosis, or any other respiratory disease. 
While vitamine starvation seldom goes so far in humans 
as to bring on the infections of the eye, noticeable in 
the test rats, the feeding of oil doubtless does strengthen 
the individual against the incursion of such troubles. 
For the adult, codliver oil has been found to be a re 
sistance builder. 

But it is not alone to its medicinal and tonic pro- 
nerties that codliver oil has gained its present rapidly 
increasing field of use. These same characteristics that 
make it so valuable in the field of preventive and re- 
medial medicine, also make it of value to the animal 
husbandry industry. It is in this field that rapid strides 
are now being made in the marketing of this material. 
Commercial breeders of dogs, foxes, poultry and nume- 
rous other smaller animals and fowl, find it a great aid 
in getting their stock ready for the market. A large 
raiser of ducks has found that by adding one-half of 


: one per cent codliver oil to the feed given to the young 


ducktings, they can be placed on the market from two 
to three weeks earlier than formerly. This is due to 
the more rapid and better growth of the ducks, parti- 
cularly in the Spring before they can get much green 
food. Laying hens that are fed with a mixture contain- 
ing a small amount of codliver oil, not only lay more 
eggs, but a larger percentage of the eggs laid by those 
hens will hatch. Silver foxes. which have some cod- 
liver oil in their diet, grow better coats and the fur 
adheres more firmly to the pelt than which do 
not have this high vitamin food. 

Another interesting development that is still rather 
nebulous is the use of codliver oil in foods for human 
consumption. Oleo-margarine, while enjoying a certain 
popularity as a substitute for butter, has always had 
the drawback that it contained no vitamines, while butter 
is particularly rich in vitamine A. Several attempts have 
been made to overcome this shortcoming by adding 
codliver oil directly to the margarine, but this has met 
with a poor reception on account of the disagreeable 
taste imparted to it by the oil. Within the last few 
months much investigation has been done with a view 
to putting the vitamines themselves into oleo-margarine, 
either in the form of the concentrate, derived by saponifi- 
cation, or in the form of a vitaminized oil, which can be 
added to the margarine. Some interest has been noted 
among the firms marketing the margarine, but as yet 
little actual advance has been made in the commercial 
introduction of such a substance. The vitaminized oil, 
it is also claimed, can be used in any other capacity 
where oil enters into human consumption.

Norwegian vs. Newfoundland Oil 

A NOTHER moot question with regard to codliver oil 

is the quality of the oil derived from different 
localities. The industry had its inception in Norway, 
and Norwegian oil has long held the lead in the esteem 
of the world. This supremacy has been greatly threaten- 
ed lately by the American. oil, derived from the fish 
caught on the Grand Banks off Newfoundland and along 
the coast of New England. Proponents of this oil claim 
that it runs higher in vitamine content than does the

Norwegian oil and is generally of a superior quality. 
a. Ty . . 
The Norwegian oil producers on the other hand have 
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set out upon an active campaign of propaganda and 
have issued a vast amount of experimental data, to 
show that their oil is equal or superior to American. 
The Norwegian oil is ostensibly derived from two local- 
ities, the Lofoten and the Finmarken, and of these ‘the 
Lofoten oil has the better reputation, although many 
think that the longstanding reputation is its only claim 
to superiority. It seems fairly evident that there is a 
wider divergence in quality of different lots of Norwe- 
gian oil taken as a whole than there is in American oil, 
and that may be largely the reason for such preference 
of American oil, as is occasionally expressed. This 
divergence may be explainable in turn by the fact that 
the majority of Norwegian oil is rendered by independent 
operators, often the fishers themselves, while a large 
number of the plants on this side are owned and oper- 
ated by those who market the finally packed oil. One of 
the large American merchandisers of codliver oil uses 
entirely American oil produced in his own rendering 
plants, while another fills as much of his need as he 
can with his own oil produced in his own plants, but 
finds it necessary to supplement this supply with Nor- 
wegian oil. This Norwegian ol, however, is purchased 
after careful inspection. 

From a beginning obscured in a cloud of romance and 
fiction, through hundreds of years of extremely limited 
knowledge as to actual value and methods of making 
the most of this value, codliver oil has now advanced 
to a stage where its therapeutic and nutritive values are 
definitely known and measurable, and comparatively in- 
finite refinements of treatment have been perfected. All 
this development has taken place within a comparatively 
few years. 


The question naturally arises in such circumstances, 
as to whether the rapidly developing market will not 
soon overtake the available supply. Of course, no de- 
finite answer can be given to this question, as the catch 
of cod differs every year, and the average yield of oil 
from the cod also shows a wide divergence from year to 
year and also with different localities. However, that 
problem has not yet become acute, and it seems likely 
that real acuteness will not develop for some time. By 
the time it has become acute, some method of meeting 
the difficulty will doubtless have been devised. The 
catch during the season just passed far surpasses that 
of any of recent years. The last season’s catch in Nor- 
way was placed at 120,000 hectoliters of oil, as against 
94.000 in the 1925 season, 105,000 in 1924, and 85,000 in 
1923. Unlike stuffs derived from vegetable origin, it 
is impossible to gauge in advance or in any manner to 
control the quantity of this oil, and hence the amount 
available for any year is always problematical.

Parcel post arrangements with 
Cuba are urged by National Foreign 
Trade Council, supported by Ameri- 
can Manufacturers’ Export Associa- 
tion, National Association of Manu- 
facturers, Export Managers’ Club of 
New York, National Association of 
Credit Men, Merchants’ Association 
of New York, Chamber of Commerce 
of State of New York, and other 
organizations, which favor a bill for 
this purpose on which hearings will 
be held by the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House of Represen- 
tatives this Fall. 


Procter & Gamble were denied re- 
lief in the Supreme Court, Washing- 
ton from the decision of the lower 
Federal courts holding that the com- 
pany must revise its advertising 
methods. The court’s action was a 
victory for Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, which had ordered the company 
to cease using the word naphtha in 
connection with soap and soap prod- 
ucts in which kerosene was used, and 
which at the time of sale contain less 
than 1 per cent of naphtha. 


The Supreme Court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia has stepped into 
the controversy between Federal 
Trade Commission and Royal Baking 
Powder Co. An order by the court, 
requiring the Commission to produce 
before it the full record in the Com- 
mission’s action against the Royal Co., 
stops further proceedings by the 
Commission in the action pending a 
judicial review by the court of the 
Commission’s procedure and the le- 
gality of the orders entered therein. 


Reports from 118 chemical plants 
gave their August employment at 
28.545 increasing in September to 29,- 
234, increase 2.4 per cent. Payrolls 
increased from $764,003 in August to 
$773,158 in September, increase of 1.2 
per cent. 


Judge McClelland, in overruling a 
protest of Arden Chemical Co., finds 
that certain merchandise invoiced as 
“compressed bath salts” was corvect- 
ly taxed with duty at 75 per cent ad 
valorem under Paragraph 62, Act 0!
